Tudor Ice Project 


the publication article the Frederick Tudor papers 
the September 1932 Bulletin, the Society has received great 
deal new manuscript material relating the Tudor Ice Com- 
pany and other Tudor business ventures from Mr. Frederick Tudor, 
grandson the founder the ice project. Although few readers 
may recall the previous article, digest thereof will help place 
our new acquisitions their proper setting. 

During the early part the nineteenth century, Frederick 
Tudor, the son Revolutionary War officer, conceived the idea 
shipping ice the West Indies and other tropical countries. 
This was indeed huge undertaking, presenting problems 
great diversity and multiplicity. Inhabitants equatorial coun- 
tries were for the most part absolutely unfamiliar with the uses and 
value ice; consequently there was great educational problem 
met before there could profitable returns. Coupled with this 
marketing problem were numerous technical difficulties such the 
finding satisfactory methods shipping ice and the development 
methods storing and preserving ice torrid climates. 
additional burdensome problem was that securing the necessary 
money promote the undertaking. 

1805 Frederick Tudor’s plans had matured point where 
was ready for action. ten-year exclusive privilege vend ice 
was secured from the government Martinique, and subsequently 
the first shipment ice was made that island. The cargo was 
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sold after much effort, but with net loss the enterprise. Gradu- 
ally over the next few years the sale the product was extended 
into most the West Indies. Then came the War 1812, with 
disastrous consequences the Tudor venture. After the War the 
business was resuscitated, now larger scale, but was once more 
arrested the depression 1821. However, this time 
the idea had taken root, and after temporary recession, the enter- 
prise continued move forward. When Frederick Tudor was 
longer able carry the business, his son Frederick Tudor, Jr., 
assumed the responsibility and conducted until 1880. 

The new manuscript material the Tudor family acquired 
the last two years made papers and records great im- 
portance rounding out the history this unique ice industry. 
One the the manuscripts the Tudor diary for 
1805 1822 concerned entirely with the ice business. There are 
fourteen diaries dealing with the daily life Frederick Tudor from 
the year 1825 1838. addition there one box manuscripts 
containing from and various members the Tudor 
family, including many letters Frederick Tudor the ice busi- 
ness and other business projects which was interested. 

Turning the 1805 1822 diary Frederick Tudor, find 
this motto inscribed the front cover: 

who gives back the first repulse and without striking the second 


blow, despairs success, has never been, not, and never will hero 
war, love, business. 


These words are characteristic the spirit, energy and determina- 
tion displayed Tudor translating his seemingly impossible 
dream into thing reality. 

There much interest found the diary for 1805 and 
1806, the first two years that entries were made. Some conception 
the public reaction the enterprise may found two news- 
paper clippings copied into the diary.

prophecy the day when boats with refrigerator compartments 
would carry perishable goods without spoiling even the warm- 
est countries suggested Tudor’s diary. “All the delicacies 
which our climate affords winter such poultry, beef, mutton, 
and venison might carried the larger places packed the ice 
and such quantities become object worthy attention.” 
Frederick Tudor’s ice-shipping activities proved great impetus 
the shipping refrigerated products; for the company grew 
size, more and more perishable produce was shipped the ice- 
laden vessels. connection with the development the ice trade 

India, find that English persons willingly paid large sums 
secure the Baldwin apples which were buried the chilly cargoes. 

Tudor had tried prepare himself against competition ob- 
taining exclusive rights the countries which shipped ice. 
But the case with any successful project, competition became 
more pressing each year. April 22, 1816 the following re- 
corded the diary: appears that some person has under- 
taken waste their money undertaking the ice business 
Jamaica, without knowing anything about the ap- 
pears that 1841 many fifteen competitors were the field, 
but Tudor’s initial start made possible for him carry the 
business considerable profit. 

Among the miscellaneous papers the recent Tudor acquisitions 
are the letters patent dated May 1838 received Frederick 
Tudor for improvement the method packing and stowing 
ice. understanding the nature the invention may ob- 
tained from the explanation the patent application. 


The nature invention consists packing and stowing the fol- 
lowing manner means any non-conducting material which will fill the 
intersections the blocks ice herein after mentioned and exclude 
the atmosphere. Wit, 

The floor bottom the place, where the ice stored having 
been cut into blocks convenient size one layer blocks placed upon 
said floor bottom and the intersections blocks are 
carefully filled with any non-conducting material and layer said non- 
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conducting material spread over the whole, second layer blocks then 
put the former layer and all the intersections filled before and 
layer said non-conducting material spread over the second layer and 
until the required quantity stored Various non-conducting mate- 
rials may employed for the purpose such saw dust, pulverized cork, 
rice chaff any other which may preferred and which may adapted 
the filling the intersections between the separate blocks and layers 
ice The bottom and sides the receptacle may prepared any 
the ordinary modes doing, improvement consists entirely the 
filling the spaces usually left between the separate blocks ice, with any 
suitable non-conductor, having been found, that doing, the ice 
preserved from melting for much longer period than usual. 


person familiar with present methods storing ice, would 
hardly seem possible that patent could secured such com- 
monplace and customary thing the placing insulating ma- 
terial between the blocks, and yet apparently Frederick Tudor was 
the originator this worthwhile ice-packing method. 

Before embarking his ice business, Frederick Tudor laid out 
complete plan procedure. This plan was devised the light 
financial and technical difficulties facing such undertaking, and 
the ultimate success the venture probably attributable the 
inherent soundness the program and the close adherence prac- 
tice the planned details. Tudor’s plan procedure outlined 
one the miscellaneous papers the collection. 


matter certainty that the love cold drinks and refreshments 
warm weather nearly universal and that the prejudice against them 
wears away more and more every year. places where ice first intro- 
duced novelty, the course years its use becomes general. 

But course years will fatal and must with sine 
qua non, force beyond the natural course things this plan. 

The natural course things effect this slow and progressive man- 
ner, consists this: that some bar keeper will undertake sell cold drinks 
ignorant wasteful manner and great expense ice and course 
will make his customers pay least double not treble the usual price 
drinks when sold warm. 

The refrigerating jar, has been perfectly proved will cool water suffi- 
ciently with one and halfpounds ice the gallon and that will re- 
main cool for twelve hours. 


The article then goes show that with ice purchased ten 
cents pound and since there are about sixteen tumblers 
gallon, will thus cost little over half cent per glass for cooling. 
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From this statement founded very satisfactory experiment ap- 
parent that the bar man may very well offer deliver his drinks without 
additional charge for the cooling. 

becomes necessary establish with one the most conspicuous bar 
keepers jar and give him his ice for year 


Thus when people are able get cool drinks for the same price 
the warm, the prejudice against cold drinks will overcome. 


The object make the whole population use cold drinks instead 
warm tepid and will effected the course three years. single 
conspicuous bar keeper having one the jars and selling steadily his 


liquors all cold without increase price, render absolutely necessary 


that the others come into lose their customers they are compelled 
what they could other way induced undertake. 


Council for the Preservation Business 
Archives 


the year 1934, sister organization the Business His- 
torical Society, known the Council for the Preservation Busi- 
ness Archives, was formed London, England. The Council 
officially came into being May 11, 1934 when group influ- 
ential men England gathered the London School Eco- 
nomics and Political Science for the Foundation meeting. great 
deal preliminary work had been done the preceding two 
three years, but the organization meeting was the first public 
notice given the enterprise. 

According the rules adopted the inaugural session, the ob- 
jects the Council shall be: 


promote the preservation archives which bear upon 
the history commercial and industrial enterprise and 
economic relationships generally; further their accessi- 
bility students; and collect information which will 
promote these aims. 

accept responsibility discretion for archives which 

cannot otherwise rescued from oblivion. 

appoint corresponding members for regional activities. 

undertake such publications may further the objects 

the Council. 

establish fund funds enable the objects the 

Council carried out. 
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pamphlet, “History from Business Records,” published the 
Council explains the factors that have led the establishment 
the society and also elaborates the purposes. not gener- 
ally realised firms and business men possession old ledgers, 
correspondence, and other business records that these documents 
contain unique material high value for the study and advance- 
ment business history. They are value not merely testi- 
mony continuity and tradition the economic history this 
country and its commercial relations abroad. They are worth 
preserving. ... 

“Every year masses old records are burnt sent 
pulped. Catastrophic onslaughts are made them, prompted 
lack storage space, reorganisations, removals, and 

(the Council) has been founded act both source from 
which advice may obtained owners documents and 
clearing-house for information regarding business records, and 
makes provision for the safe keeping local and central deposi- 
tories business records exceptional historical value, surren- 
dered lent their owners. 

“The immediate object which the Council has set itself sur- 
vey the field the compilation register such records. the 
earlier stages its work proposes confine the register primarily 
documents one hundred years old more. Already possible 
list the names some four hundred firms the London district 
bring investigations down more recent date.” 

Some indication the manner which the Council will conduct 
its activities may obtained from portion letter sent 
Mr. Judges, one the Joint Honorable Secretaries the 
Council Mr. Frank Ayres, executive secretary our Business 
Historical Society. unlikely that shall attempt build 
collection our own, unless change our present policy, 
which find places deposit for homeless records the public 
library the university library which serves most closely the area 
covered the business recorded the manuscripts. the course 
time homes will have found London for business records 
more than local importance, and there will the British Mu- 
seum, the new University Library, the Institute Historical Re- 
search, and the London School Economics turn for storage 
space, say nothing other libraries. course some cases 
may obliged have the records ourselves, but shall take 
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them unwillingly. you will see that our main scheme act 
go-between and sort catalytic agent. intend build 
complete register possible existing business records 
with card indexes cross referenced according location and type 
business, and copies these cards will kept our local com- 
mittees organizers when the system built up.” 

Thus may seen that there one essential difference between 
the activities the two organizations that the Business His- 
torical Society actually acquires and centralizes the records and 
manuscripts the Baker Library, whereas the Council does not 
actually collect attempt centralize the records. The Council 
will expand its activities through local committees ap- 
pointment volunteer organizers the larger industrial areas 
with the intention utilizing depositories the point origin 
the records. The small size the English Isle makes such plan 
feasible there; for research students can conveniently any 
depository the country. However, this country business 
records are accessible students, almost essential that 
they centralized least regions and points close cen- 
ters research. 

The Business Historical Society heartily welcomes the Council 
for the Preservation Business Archives, and hopes that the com- 
mon interests the two groups will lead mutually beneficial 
cooperation the study business history. respect the 
possibilities cooperation between the two organizations 
interesting note letter recently addressed the Society 
Professor Clark, Chairman the Council.

Wooden Money 


THE forest region the State Washington lying south the 
Capital, Olympia, there little town, Tenino, that has 
ceiving the last three years amount newspaper publicity 
far out proportion its size. And well might this so, for 
Tenino has added new page the history currency issuing 
wooden money, some which has found its way into the archives 
the Society. 

all came about when the Citizens’ Bank, the only bank 
Tenino, closed its doors December 1931, leaving the com- 
munity precarious monetary situation. Rising the emer- 
gency, the Chamber Commerce the town authorized the bank 
liquidator issue certificates the depositors the extent 
twenty-five per cent their deposits and turn agreed accept 
the deposit certificates trusteeship against which scrip was 
issued. 

Now the issuance scrip nothing new currency annals, but 
Tenino not only issued $25, $10, and notes the customary 
paper notes, but also issued and 25¢ notes printed two- 
ply slicewood. Each piece wooden money was made two one- 
eightieth-inch slices wood bound together sheet paper, 
thus making the composition strong and pliable. 

Whether was foreseen not, the Tenino Chamber Com- 
merce found that there was huge market for wooden money 
among coin and souvenir collectors. The new currency was 
popular that was drawn out town and was replaced official 
United States money. matter fact there was such huge 
external demand for the wooden tokens that they actually had 
withdrawn from circulation the town. Wisely the Chamber 
Commerce had set January 1933 the final redemption date 
for the currency, and when that day came they were only asked 
redeem $30 out the $6,500 issued; the balance remained the 
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hands collectors. With the profits from the venture, the Cham- 
ber Commerce was able purchase the old bank building, thus 
paving the way for the opening new bank. 

addition meeting bad monetary crisis and resuscitating 
depressed community, the leaders the town found that there was 
splendid opportunity for little civic promotion. Having aroused 
the world’s interest wooden money, they issued four-page 
folder explaining first all the reasons for the issuance the un- 
usual currency and appending thereto dissertation the ad- 
vantages Tenino place habitation and industry. was 
splendid opportunity and Tenino took full advantage it, shown 
the following descriptive phrases: located the 
Pacific Highway the center southern Thurston 
Its climate reason its mild climate vegetation 
grows and remains green the year around, making ideal home 
for the contented cow and the dairyman. Tenino proud its 
school buildings and its schools.” 

There was one other party that gained this currency game that 
Tenino was playing and that was the inventor the machine that 
produced the ply wood for the money. This particular inventor had 
developed machine that sliced sheets wood from moist blocks 
and supposedly great improvement over older types ply 
wood machines. Numerous ways using this flexible ply wood 
had been under consideration (including the manufacture low 
cost wooden hat replace the straw hat), and the issuance the 
money proved boon the device. 

Thus would appear that everybody gained this venture. 
The Chamber Commerce got bank building, the town got pub- 
licity, the inventor found use for his machine’s product, and the 
coin collectors got their curios. fact the results were satis- 
factory that Tenino issued second series wooden money 


January 1933.

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Foreign Material Business History 
Deposited the Baker Library 


time time during the life the Society new fields en- 
deavor have been opened up, thus leading general broadening 
the organization’s activities. One such added activity that has 
assumed position importance the collection business his- 
torical material foreign countries. the six year period that 
the Society has been seeking foreign material there has been in- 
flux into the Baker Library hundreds documents business 
abroad. 

While Paris the fall 1928, Mr. Frank Ayres, executive 
secretary the Society, learned from the American Consul that 
the cooperation the diplomatic and consular service could prob- 
ably obtained the search for historical data abroad. Immedi- 
ately after returning the United States Mr. Ayres communi- 
cated with the Department State officials. found that they 
were thoroughly cooperative and that they would circularize all 
foreign service officers asking that assistance given the work 
the Society. Following this general letter the Society sent letter 
the consular and diplomatic representatives asking for lists 
foreigners who might assist the project. 

The response the Foreign Service representatives was highly 
gratifying; for information potential sources business data 
poured from all parts the world. When these individuals and 
organizations outside the United States were approached, they re- 
sponded with voluminous material commerce and industry 
other countries. Since the original efforts were made the So- 
ciety, this phase its activity has been carried forward virtually 
through its own momentum. essence may said that the 
Society has voluntary representatives most the important 
foreign countries, always the alert for worthwhile material. 

Some idea the size this foreign field may gathered from 
survey the acquisitions from abroad the last year. Within 
that period material has been received from forty-two countries 
all corners the earth. Finland, Holland, Germany, England, 
New Zealand, and Argentina have been the leading contributors. 
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course impossible secure manuscript material abroad, 
but the books and publications that are received will prove in- 
creasingly important the business historian the future. 

Anniversary publications foreign companies, annual reports 
banks and industrial firms, government documents, and indus- 
trial photographs comprise the greater portion these foreign 
acquisitions. The Society grateful for the interest shown this 
phase its work government representatives and supporters 
foreign lands, and hopes that they will continue give their en- 
support.
